LOCKED GRILLES- ' 


“LEUNG KWONG” 
- VERDICT 


ENQUIRY 


MANSLAUGHTER PROVED. 

Many important recommenda. 
tions regarding grilles, life-saving 
appliances, the need’ of proper 
supervision of river steamers and 


the anomalous position under 
‘which the lives of some hundreds 
of passengers may be entrusted to 
an aged skipper unacquainted 
with new regulations applying to 
his ship were made on Saturday 
by the jury which considered the 
circtimstances attending. the loss 
of life resulting from the colli- 
ston between the s.s. “Leung 
Kwong” and the s.1, “Moonshine”. 
in Capsuimun Pass on May 9. 
The jury (consisting of Mr. 
F, F. Hall, foreman, Mr. W. 
Logan ‘and Mr. J. E. Joseph) 
returned a verdict of manslaugh- 
ter against the Chinese pilot of 
the “Leung Kwong” and he.is to 
be arrested. ‘ ' 
Jury’s Full Finding. 


The jury’s finding was as 
follows :— : : 

After a review of the evidence 
that has come before us, we find 
that F. E. A. Martin, and many 
others: unknown, met their death 
through drowning as a result of 
the collision’ between the S.L. 
“Moonshine” and the ss. 
“Leung Kwong,” which took 
place in the Capsuimun. Pass on 
the night. of. May. 9, 1927, 
and ‘whereby the latter vessel 
was sunk. We attribute the 
collision to the improper naviga- 
tion of the ss. “Leung Kwong,” 
which navigation, in our opinion 
as laymen, was faulty ‘to the point 
of being grossly negligent. Our 
verdict is one of manslaughter 
against the Chinese Pilot whom 
we find, as a fact, to have been 
in sole charge of the ship’s navi- 
gation at the material time. . 

» “Very Badly Run.” 

Whether there were extenuat- 
ing circumstanées it is tmpossible 
for us to ‘say, owing to the in- 
adequate evidence, but the gen- 
eral impression with which we 
are left is that the ss. “Leung 
Kwong” was very badly run, 

In view of the heavy toll of 
lives resulting from the collision, 
we feel it incumbent onus” to 
make the following comments, 
which we wish to have placed on 
record :— 7 


The expert evidence advises us, 
that a Master should be on the 
bridge while his vessel is pass- 
ing through the narrow and dan- 
geroug waters of the Capsuimum 
Pass and yet, on his own ad- 
mission, the Master of the ss. 
“Leung Kwong” handed over to 
the late Chief Officer before en- 
tering the Pass, -. 

We do not consider that a 
man of the advanced age of the 
Master in question should be in 
command of a passenger vessel 
and responsible for the care of 
more than’ 500 lives. From his 
own evidence, it is apparent that 
he. took go little interest in his 
job, that he had not. troubled to 
acquaint himself with the Re- 
vised Piracy Regulations of 
1924, in fact he admitted that 
he did not even know that any 
revision had been made till the 
advent of this Inquiry. ‘

sulting, we feel that the earliest 
opportunity should, be taken to 
remedy this shortage. .

‘There 
is no doubt in our minds but that, 
in this particular case, such a

THE BLOOD OF A CRIMINAL.: 

Criminality. may really be “in the 
blood” in a much more literal sense 
than anybody has imagined, This 
is suggested by interesting re- 
searches recently published in Ber- 
Nn by Dr. M. Gundel, and deserib- 
ed in Dr. E. BE. Free’s “Week's 
Science.” He says: 

Physicians know ‘that human he- 
ings may be divided into four 
separate blood types, distinguished 
by certain minor chemical ‘differ- 
ences’ in the blood. -These types 
are important in selecting indivi- 
duals for blood transfusion. If the 
new blood is of the same type. su 
that of the patient, the transfusion 
is safe: if the blood types are 
different, it may be dangerous. Dr, 
Gundel has détermined the blood 
types of 884 persons confined as 
criminals in German prisons, as 
well as the types of 402 patients in 
the nerve-disease clinic at Kiel. 
Blood of -Type III is'found to ap- 
pear more often in both of these 
groups than in the average of the 
German population. Among habi- 
tual criminals and persons convict- 
ed of crimes of violerice, this third 
blood group was. found to be still 
more largely -in evidence. Dr. 
Gundel does not attempt to decide 
the meaning of these reailts: not 
even to state that the third blond 
group fs proved to be related to the 
possession of erfminal influences, 
Such a conclusion would be just‘fi- 
ed only after accumulating much 
additional data, . .,

AIR-COOLED ENGINE SIZE OF 
HAT BOX.

A BIG EXPERIMENT, 

The first step in one of the big- 
Rest ‘aeronautical experiments of 
recent years has just been taken 
successfully (anya the Aeronautical 
Correspondent ‘of the ‘London 
“Morning Post”).’ The novel air- 
cooled racing seaplane Crusader, 
one of the most interesting experi- 
mental machines ever built to the 
Air Ministry's orders, has. made 
two short flights at Felixstowe, and 
the pilot has expressed himself as 
satisfied with, the machine’s be- 
haviour-in the air. 

The Crusader is the first attempt 
to obtain extremely high. speeda 
with an afr-cooled radial engino. 
It is one of the three machines 
designed and built expressly to 
carry Britain’s colours in this 
year’s race for the Schnelder Cup 
in Italy and it is éxpected to exceed 
250 miles per hour. : 

A few days ago Mr. B. Hinckley

Crusader had been assembled, to 
carry out the first tests. The 
machine had already completed 
taxi-ing trials over the water, ‘but 
it had never flown. : 

The machine incorporates many 
entirely novel features. ‘It is a 
monoplane, and each cyliniler head 
of the radial engine is cowled in 
with a separate helmet in order to 
reduce head resistance. 

The engine itself is one of the 
grentest, feats in aeronautical en- 
gineering. Its’ compactness ia 
astonishing, more than 700 horse- 
power being compressed into about 
the space taken by a woman's hat

Many constructional features 
were untried, and, as with all hish- 
speed experimental aircraft, the 
machine's first flight wag regarded 
with some anxiety. 5

When a woman feels that she has 
“nothing to wear,” or, in other 
words, when she is tired of her 
clothes, there is a possible compro- 
mise between having several frocks 
made up inexpensively and spend- 
ing a large sum on new. dresses.

dresses” which only require run- 
ning up the sides and finishing off 
at the sleeves (says the “Daily 
Telegraph.) . :

FACTS ABOUT SOMERSET 
i HOUSE. 


200,000 DOCUMENTS A YEAR. 


— 


There are few buildings ‘in Lon- 
don whiéh Londoners know better 
and' at the same time know worse 
than Somerset House. Behind that 
familiar, admired, unpenetrated 
facade is hidden one of the moat 
accurate and ‘smoothest working or- 
gantsationa in Europe. 

Indeed, it has to be, for the re- 
pository of the willa of England 
and Wales is being filled with such 
speed that only the bast organisa- 
tion can cope with it. Between 
60,000 and 60,000 grants of  pro- 
bate or administratiqn are made 
each yeur-at the Principal Probate 
Registry, and’ some 80,000 notices 
of applications for grants in Dis- 
trict Probate Registries have to 
pass through there, the original will 
in the Principal Registry cases be- 

’ ink deposited at the registry, while 
a copy is made of both the Prin- 
cipal nnd District Registry wills, 
and of every grant, and stored’ for 
reference, Thig means that room 
has to be found annually for some- 
thing like 200,000 documents. 

The earliest wills stored go 
to the year 1487, two years after 
Richard IH, fell on Bosworth field, 
and at the present rate of produc- 
tion it is not surprising that | the, 
Vimit of spnce has almost been 
reached in the great strong-rooms 
and the adaptation of vaults for 
storaye purposes hag begun. 

_ The strong rooms proper are 
_ series of chambers with steel doors, 
into which the profane may not 
The phrase “docketing” 
finds its truest expression within, 
for the wills of the people of Bri- 
tain are folded lengthwise .in parch- 
“ment covers, tied in bundles he- 
tween two pieces’ of stout paste- 
board, and.at 1 Inter period further 
protected in_small boxes. -

Some celebrated and important 
wills are specially protected and 

_ bound, some being placed under 
glass to -protect them from the 
damage of time and of modern

- couple ‘of shillings to sce the ori- 
ginal of any of the great wills of 
the past. ' ce 

The will for which there is most 
demand is that of Shakespeare, 
which on an average is brought up 
for examination two or three times 
a week, Bagon's will is hardly

qulayly-to-sce-Willinm-Per 

There are some odd and curious 
wills which need special storage, 
the most notable of which’ is per- 
haps that of a sailor in the Royal 
Navy, who seratched his, testament 
on an, identity disc.
